The bigger the conn ;

A community is a very’ different thin - from a mass of people 
Perhaps the greatest problem of out modern society is that people 
are more and more crowding together in our cities. 
At the same time 
they have fewer and fewer intimate relationships with their neighbors j 
It is possible to live in a great city apartment house for months and 
years and never speak more than a formal word to the neighbors1 
who live 
above, below and all around you. 
Man 
was not made to live in such isolation from his fellows. 
The i 
result of a lack of normal human relationships is often to produce 
either abnormal persons or abnormal relationships. 
Neurotic fear, 
greed, belligerence and depression may be expected to develop in 
| persons who are too much alone. 
And who but people psychotically J 
afraid of going home would spend hours jammed together in the! 
discomfort of most night clubs? 


But it is not easy to form a real community even in a village or 
small town where everybody at least knows about everybody else. 
Here, however, the problem of making a true community is caused 
not so much by too many people too close together as by the sin 
in all of us who find it easier to use people than to love them. 
A 
true community requires at least a common purpose and human 
cooperation in realizing that purpose together. 


There is, however, an interesting incident in the Gospel which 
shows how hard it is to form a community even when a common 
need is recognized and a common purpose is accepted. 
One of Jesus’ 
j disciples came to him v ery much excited because he had found a 
i man, not of their company, casting out demons and actually using, 
♦ he name of Jesus as he did so. 
"We stopped hun, 
• id the disciple. 


Today we would probably think of “casting out demons'’ as a 
health program, typological and reb
